Tho Russian ad¬
vance guard, thrown out in front of
the river, are falling back before tho
Gorman advance, and It doubtless Is
this lighting which was referred to In
the otlleial reportB from Berlin and
I'otrograd. Onu account says the Ger¬
mans liavo taken tlio offensive with
success, but ,the Russians declare tho
Austrian** and Germans have been ro-
duccd to tho defensive. It is quite
likely the state of tho roads_prcvontseither Hide from making any advance.
From tho allies' standpoint, the do-

lay In tho eastern theatre of war Is
important, for It prevents tho Germans
from sending reinforcements to the
west. The Inhabitants of Poland ap¬
parently are giving the Germans some
trouble, and aro reported to have or¬
ganized marauding parties, whloh,
while they cannot do much damage to
any army, can interfere with Its com¬
munications by destroying roads and
l>rldeos.
JIINICS CAUSE TROUBLE

TO NEUTHAIj NATIONS
Mines and the stopping of neutral

steamers are causing much annoyance
to neutral countries. Following the
example of Germany and England, Rus-
sia Is sowing mines In the Baltic, while
the Germans aro said to have placed
these dangerous machines In the Dutch
waters. The Adriatic, too, has been
mined, and the Italian fishing industry
brought to an ond. The Scandinavian
countries and Holland are the chlof
sufferers from the searching of neutral
ships, for these ships now are being
stopped by both UrltlBh and German
warships.
Danger from the Turkish fleet has

passed for the time being, these war¬
ships having returned from the Black
Sen to the Sea of Marmora. It Is con¬
sidered doubtful whether they will go
out again unless Turkey definitely
throws In her lot with Germany, for
the British ambassador at Constanti¬
nople has declared the slilpB Goeben and
Ureslau will be considered hostile ships
as long- as they are oltlcored and
manned by Germans. Turkoy is keep¬
ing her army nVoblllzed at great cost
and to the detriment of trade and com¬
merce, which are practically at a stand¬
still.
Although the crops are good, famine

is feared In the Carmenlan provinces.
Germany, it Is said, has Bent moneyto Constantinople, but it is consldored

doubtful that she will be able to supplyall Turkey's wants.
The Germans are rebuilding the forts

around Antwerp.

TO I'l-AY WAITING UAMB

LONDON, October 17..Telegraphing
from Petrograd regal-dins' the situation
in the Russian field of operations, the
correspondent of the Times sayo:

"It looks as if those high In Rus¬
sian command hud decided to play a
waiting game. Otherwise they would
not give the Germans time to Intrench,
and thereby prolong thu whole course,
of operations.

"Reliable Information shows that the
Germans seriously contemplated win-
tering in Poland. Peasants have risen
at many places, notably lvielce and
Mleohow. Regardless of the most ter¬
rible reprisals, they' are forming guer¬
rilla bands and attacking the invaders.
Tho railroad'near Nowo Hadomsk has
been wrecked and trainloads of Ger¬
man sqldlers killed.

"All roads from tho Vistula to the
frontier are oncumberod with tho Ger¬
man transport wagons and dead horses.
The roads are impassable owing toi
ruins."

way traffic between Brussels and Ghent.

War Department, stated that twb~Ainer-
ican women were injured at Naco from
bullets llrod by .Mexicans on the Mex¬
ican side.
The flro was directed by Villa's

troops, under General Maytorena, nt the
Cnrranza troops under General Hill.
Tho latter's defense Is that he is

up against the boundary.
Dispatches earlier In the day asserted

there would be an attack bv General

United States Consul Canada tele¬

The ines-
sage reads:
"Shortly before midnight Frldav the

Maytoronu forces made their final as-
sault against Naco, attacking our po¬
sition from several different points.Fierce fighting lasted six hours. From
a fortified position our machine gunsand rifle lire punished the enemy se-
verely. Finally they retreated in greatdisorder toward their encampment."Mines were planted In the zone the
enemy traversed approaching our
trendies. When these exploded two
companies of Yutiuis, charging in close
order, were all hut annihilated. Our
troops are bringing the' wounded oMthe enemy iiuo Naco.
"Our losses were slight, because we

were intrenched."

Session Will Ue Deferred.

Examination of the Hit of signatures
attached to the petition asking the
Governor to call a special session of
the General Assembly for second Wed¬
nesday in January yesterday disclosed
the interesting fact that the petition
Is Insufficient to warrant official action
upon It by Governor Btuart. The law's
requirement as to tho number of Big-
natures has net boen met.
The dcfect in the petition is the

absence ofV two-thlrde of the member¬
ship of tho State Senate. This de¬
ficiency was not detected until the
paper presented, to tho Governor was
carefully scanned and the names of the
Senators checked, which precaution
was being: taken preparatory to the
issuance of the call, the Governor hav¬
ing already announced that he would
issue the call and flx the date for
the opening of the ^xtra6rdlnary ses-
sion as requested.
The effect Is merely to delay tho

contemplated action of Governor
Stuart. The petition in this instance
is only a formal procedure, tho Gov-
ernor being: authorized by -law to call
an extra session of his own volition
when, in his Judgment, an emergencyaffecting tjie interests of the people
of the Commonwealth warrants' ifyIn this case the requisite number, of
signatures appeaVs on the petition, but
three of the signers are not now mem-
bets of tho Senate, having resigned
since the General Assembly adjourned,
Their successors will not be elected
until November 8.- Senator R. I* G.
Moncure resigned to accept the internal
revenue collcctorshlp for the Eastern'/District of Virginia, Senator John Hart
Is now collector of internal revenue for
the Western District and Senator Mon¬
tague Is postmaster of Portsmouth.
The names of these former members of
the Senate being stricken from the list,
the petition becomes invalid.

The writer relates that villagers often

sniped the advancing Germans, makingIt necessary to kill them and to set
tire to their houses.
"At one place in Belgium," writes

this officer, "sixteen villagers weredrawn in three ranks, and one shot
did for, three at a time. Our men
are. absolutely mad at this sneaking
way of lighting, and they want to burn
everything.
"August XJ«..We are billeted at

Guedossus. The -inhabitants flroii at
.Mir men again. At Lette apparently200 villagers were shot. There must
have been some Innocent among them.
In the future wo shall havo to hold
an Inquiry us to their guilt, Instead
of shooting them."
The diary refers frequently to loot¬

ing, and the writer adds that he could
not rcpist taking a memento or so him¬
self. Jle also refers to several occa¬
sions upon which, owing to confusion,
Germans were killed an>l wounded bytlielr 6wn gun fire.
Up to September it the writer saysthe One Hundred ajid Seventy-eighthItegiment hail 1,7 01' n'.tfcn wounded in

addition to the kiiivd. Virtually no of¬
ficers were left.
